freight originating in and around 
Sierra Madre must be hauled to La- 
manda Park or Arcadia for weighing. 
The result is Sierra Madre loses credit 
for the freight business which really 
originates here. Mr. Wetherby esti¬ 
mates the amount at 200 cars or more 
a year, which would be a very substan¬ 
tial addition to the railroad business 
of Sierra Madre. 

Outlays for railroad improvement, 
such as double track and station facil¬ 
ities, depend very largely on the 
amount of business shown. If the

Nearby cities, stimulated perhaps by abnormal growing 
pains, have felt the necessity of paying attention to city 
planning. Los Angeles’ City Planning Commission has pre¬ 
sented a far-reaching program for civic development looking 
towards the city’s future. Pasadena is in the midst of a 
bond campaign stimulated by a like desire lor civic im¬ 
provement. Under a similar impulse Sierra Madre has re¬ 
cently purchased property for use as a park and recreation 
center. This is a commendable example of foresight, but it 
should be recognized that it involves further responsibilities. 

• A park is, of course, a natural foreground l'or a civic 
center. Those who have had the privilege of visiting New 
Haven, Connecticut, and seeing the magnificent buildings 
surrounding the “Green” know what a superb asset are the 
group of civic buildings and churches that cluster together 
in the center of that city. Many other cities may be cited 
as furnishing similar examples of civic foresight. 

Our own park development scheme gives us opportunity 
to plan for such a civic center, ’l iie recent purchase of the 
corner opposite the park by the Congregational church and 
the intention to erect buildings that will serve the city as 
an architectural as well as a social and religious asset ought 
to lend emphasis to the occasion for planning to protect the 
natural advantages of the locality as a civic center against 
undesirable encroachments and to provide an incentive for 
the creation and grouping of buildings of a similar character. 

The business center seems likely to develop within the 
present /one, whiie the south side of West Central avenue 
seems to afford the most suitable location for a group of 
public buildings. Let us then cultivate a civic vision. Sierra 
Madre has good reason to trust to the future and with a 
proper civic pride we may so enhance that future that here 
we shall produce as fine a type of citizenship and as fine a 
type of city as is to be found anywhere else on earth. *

It is the right answer to the men and women 
who will be attracted to Sierra Madre and who will 
buy lots and build homes when we prove that a new 
era has begun in our city, bringing law enforcement, 
protection to the home, and stability to investment. 

An initiative petition will be presented to the 
City Trustees on June 14, requesting immediate rat¬ 
ification of the Whitnall Zoning Ordinance. 


The Mitchell Plan of Zoning, shown above, indi¬ 
cates by the shaded portion that approximately one- 
third of the entire city of Sierra Madre is proposed 
by Mayor Mitchell and two members of the Board 
of Trustees to be thrown open to the exploiting of 
enterprises for personal profit of a character detri¬ 
mental to the best interests of the community as a 
whole, destructive of property values and of future 
civic development. 

The district proposed includes the most beauti¬ 
ful plateaus and hillside areas within the city limits, 
that nature has provided as an abiding place for peo¬ 
ple of discrimination who appreciate lovely views, 
pure air, freedom from smoke and fogs, and the ab¬ 
sence of annoying and detrimental environment. 

To open this choicest region to institutions of 
the character threatened will forever destroy its 
natural usefulness and the inclination of those peo¬ 
ple who would develop it as it should be. 

It is only necessary to look upon Hollywood, Al- 
tadena, Santa Barbara, Glendale, Eagle Rock and 
other foothill districts of Southern California to 
realize that it is the hillsides that are the most valu¬ 
able and the most sought after residential localities. 
It is this region Mr. Whitnall, the zoning expert en¬ 


gaged by the Board of Trustees, reserved for strictly 
residential purposes. His plan received the unan¬ 
imous approval of a majority of the voters of Sierra 
Madre. 

The lack of proper zoning and the failure to en¬ 
force existing laws respecting the maintenance and 
operation of objectionable institutions within pro¬ 
scribed areas of Sierra Madre are a disgrace to the 
city and a reflection upon the intelligence of public 
officials. 

The proposed zoning as recommended by the 
mayor and two trustees has resulted in the 
refusal of the owner of the Hastings ranch to grant 
a right of way for the seriously needed road to Pas¬ 
adena, an undertaking which many months of con¬ 
stant effort had brought almost to successful com¬ 
pletion. 

The proposal of the Mayor at a recent public 
meeting to defy Mr. Hastings and secure the right of 
way by condemnation proceeding is a fallacy and 
impossible of accomplishment. To fully realize this 
one has only to consider the bitter fight that has for 
years been waged between the Rindge estate and 
Los Angeles County to secure a road through the 
Malibu ranch, involving the expenditure of thous¬ 
ands upon thousands of dollars. Sierra Madre can¬ 
not afford to waste time and money in that way.

SIERRA NADREANS EXCITED 

Protests Demand Removal as Nuisance of Institution 
There for Mentally Defective 

(LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE) 

SIERRA MADRE, May 25.—Several citizens have written letters of pro¬ 
test to the City Trustees ugainst the operation of an institution for the care of 
people mentally deficient, located on North Lima street and operated by F. 
Bassett. A high board wall circles the place In which patients are kept. Tins 
wall is referred to as a "bull pen” in the communications. 


F. H. Cunningham wrote: “If the 
men of the City Board of Trustees 
were compelled to hear the blood-curd¬ 
ling sounds that are broadcast from 
the city bull pen in the west end of 
town they would abate said nuisance 
in short order. We are aroused at I 
o’clock in the morning by wild, un¬ 
couth sounds which urise from the bull 
pen attached to the sanitarium.” 

V. A. Kercheval sent in another pro¬ 
test, which read, in part: “Tfie place! 
is a menace to life and property. We 
will hold the city responsible for any j 
injury incurred if you utlow it to oper¬ 
ate. The bellowing and bawling from 
the institution creates a near panic in 
this neighborhood. Women fear to 
venture out after nightfall. The place 
drives uway all the property buyers 
and house renters. We demand protec¬ 
tion.” 

Mr. Bassett, the proprietor, defends| 
his institution and declares his pu- 
tients give no cause for complaint. 

“I had the* tall fence built around ■ 
the place purposely to keep the peo¬ 
ple from being annoyed,” said the 1 


Trustee E. D. Topping favored driv¬ 
ing the institution out, and moved 
that legal steps be taken. Other Trus¬ 
tees believed that they had no author¬ 
ity for such action, and the motion 
was lost. 

While discussing the problem, Vul 
Miller, 166 East Grand View avenue, 
arose and in heated terms flayed the 
board, saying: 

“There is a woman living next to 
me who is crazy. She beats a tin pan 
all night. I gave you a petition of 
seventeen names, but you did not even 
take it up at your meeting. I went 
to the police, the judge, the health of¬ 
ficer and every official in town, but 
they paid no attention to me. Haven’t 
I a right to some protection? You’re 
some mayor.” 

Mayor Mitchell called for an officer 
and instructed him to eject the spouker 
from the room. , 

“I won’t let anyone be thrown out 
of a meeting that 1 attend,” said R. B 
Wilson, president of a large manufac¬ 
turing concern. “I’ll put him out my¬ 
self.” 

Saying this, Wilson led the excited 
speaker from the room by the arm.

WITHIN ITS BUDGET 

Another decrease in expenditure 
during April has been effected by the 
State Corporation department, accord¬ 
ing to announcement made today. This 
sum aggregates a total annual saving 
of $7980. 

“It is particularly pleasing to an¬ 
nounce this decrease in expenditure, in 
view of the fact that not an employee 
was dismissed nor a single position 
abolished,” stated Commissioner of 
Corporations Edwin M. Daugherty. 

“In March, a reduction was effected 
that would total $4760. That, taken 
with the $7980 for the month of April, 
means a total annual saving of $12,- 
740.
